Railroad Accident at the 
Cascades. 


A GOOD BABE KNUCKLE FIGHT. 


The 'M oileo” a Total Wreck—The 
Safe of the Del Monte 
Found Intact.

P o r t l a n d , O r., April 3 .—A frightful 
accident occurred on W ednesday on the 
East End awitcb, over the N orthern P a. 
oifio, back of the Cascades at Stampede 
pass, where the b:g tunnel is being 
bored. 
A big engine used for m ountain 
work being out of order, a six-wheeled 
engine was substituted. 
I t had nearly 
reached the end of the traok, laid a mile 
up the mountain, when the engineer 
found he ooold no longer hold it on the 
eteep grade. 
As it started back down 
the hill 
the 
engineer .and 
fireman 
jumped off into the deep snow and es- 
oaped uninjured. 
The 6D g ne gathered 
speed as it went, and was running at the 
rate of a hundred miles an hour when it 
oame to a curved trestle whore carpen­ 
ters were working, and It was upon 
them before they were aware of it. Oae 
man was killed outright, and another 
had his legs cut off 
Auother lay flat on 
th e trestle at the curve, and the eiigine 
and oar jum ped completely over him 
into the cañón a hundred feet below.

wreck. 
No live* were lost. 
The crew 
has been taken to Victoria. 
A t the time 
of the accident the vessel was in com­ 
m and of Captain Dan Morrison, 
an 
experienced 
British 
Columbia pilot. 
T he Mexico was built iu 1881 at Han 
Francisco, for the Mexican trade, and 
has been runuing for several years now 
in the Pacific Coast Steamship Com­ 
pany’s employ. 
She was valued at 
$300,000 and well insured. 


SEARCHING THE ASHES.

TH E UCYTH1A. 


S h e la a E o n s 
u a y from R ein * 
W recked 


B o s to n , April 3 .— The steamer Scy­ 
thia arrived at her dock lafely soon af­ 
ter 5 o’clock to-night. 
The etertling 
rumors of a disaster%on the coast of 
Scituate to the Cunard steamer Scythia, 
in circulation, whioh caused trem en­ 
dous consternation iu this city last 
night have been proven false. Owing to 
to the fact th at the telegraphic com­ 
munication with the south shore bad 
been interrupted by a storm, it was im­ 
possible last night to either confirm the 
rumor or to disprove it. 
Ciroumstances 
w tre so peculiarly favorable to the belief 
in tbd tru th of the report, however, 
i hat Agent Martin, of the Cunard Com- 
pauy, ruther than endure such natural 
suspense, determined to charter a train 
and go at. oice to the locality of the 
alleged 
wreck. 
The 
train 
lift 
Old Colony 
station a t 4:15 a . m., 
with Mr. M artin and thirty reporter- 
on board and arrived at Scituate at 4:16 
Tnen the party tramped through three 
milis of snow drifts to the breach where, 
the sun having risen, a olear v iew o f a 
long stretch of the coast was obtained. 
There was no sign of a wreck in any 
direction. 
The sea was tremendously 
high, waves breaking over the tops of 
the cliffs fifty feet high. 
Having been 
convinoed 
of

falsity 
of the 
rumor 
concerning 
the Hoythia, the 
pHrty returned 
at once to Boston. 
How the rum or originated is not known 
but there is no doubt it was generally 
believed to be true last night. 
The 
Scythia W3s expected to arrive yester­ 
day and the fact in connection w ith the 
horrible gale that bad been prevailing 
on the coast for 48 hours caused a wide­ 
spread feeling of apprehension. 


A Murderer Killed. 
S o c o r r o , N. M., April 3.—The Brown 
brothers, W illiam and Jo h n , lately es­ 
caped from the St. Johns, Ariz., jail, 
and supposed to have been concerned iu 
the late wri-ck of a traiu on the Atlantic 
and Paoifio railroad, have been in thi* 
vicinity for the pust two days, and to-day 
John was captured and William killed 
by officers who were in pur-uit. 
They 
were overtaken east of the Rio Grande, 
near this place, and wbeu called upon to 
surrender opened fire upon the pursuing 
party. 
The tire wo* returned, which re­ 
sulted in W illiam beiDgshoi through the 
heart. 
Besides the traiu wrecking the 
Browns are wanted for the killing of 
Lynch and other crimes.

The Boston Journal, in a recent issue, 
says:

Tho.e 
who have spent one winter in Califor­ 
nia will not p-189 one oat of it if they caD 
Hvoid it. 
Florida has the advantatfb of 
proximity to Eastern homes aud conse­ 
quent cheapnet-s of transportation, but 
the superior advantages of California far 
outweigh the drawbucks of distanco and 
expenses of traveling. 
Florida is sub­ 
ject to cold waves, which sweep far

The Story of a Forger, 
Who Reformed 


WHEN HE STRUCK THE COAST, 


But Who Caused the Death of Many 
People by His Former 
Avarice. 


Associated Press Dispatches to the H e ra ld 
N e w Y o r k , April 3 .— The Tribune 
to-day has a loug article in regard to to 
famous Bdly Kissane. 
It begins by 
saying th a t Recorder Smyth did not re­ 
ceive to-day a w ritten proof of the au­ 
thority w hich he had asked J . B. Hart, 
who declared himself counsel for K is- 
aaue, to produce as evidence th at he 
was cboten attorney for Kissane. 
Then 
follows a oarefully worded statement, 
whioh is attributed to an official who is 
acquainted w ith every step th at has 
been taken. 
It points out th at the in- 
diotment which H art sought to have 
nolle prostquied was practically out­ 
lawed; 
th at a t no time did he ever 
staudin any danger ot prosecution under 
it, as be had been pardoned for an 
offence committed at the sanie time; 
th at aside from a sentimental desire to 
huve the m atter settled there was no 
rea-on wiiy he should have done any­ 
thing ubout it; thut the most natural 
thing, if 
h i had consulted a good 
lawyer, would have been to communicate 
with a good lawyer here and have had 
the thiug done quietly, instead of stir­ 
ring up the m atter as has been done. And 
so the article proceeds a t considerable 
Itngtb, bavmg much to be read between 
the times. A t oue point it points out the 
difference th u t Hurt instead of beiDg 
Kissane’s attorney, appears rather a* 
aiding bis enemies by stirring np the 
m atter; at another point referring to the 
amount of feeling which he displayed 
w hc tears sprang to his eyes. 
It Lavi s 
the inference to be drawn that his rela­ 
tion to th e case is closer than th at of an 
attorney—snch, for instauce, a* “ a rela­ 
tive under an assumed name.” I t assert) 
th at Mr H art has made several visits to 
the city in regard to tne m atter, the first 
nearly a y ta r ago. The article continues: 
“ News was received in this city early 
in the afternoon that Kissant-’s present 
name had been revealed in Han Francis­ 
co, and thut tho whole history of his 
career had been simultaneously told 
The

culled upon 
George 
G. 
Williams, 
President 
of 
the

Bank, and he stated: 
this reDort 
to him. 
Mr. 
W illiams 
thought a moment and then said that

read you a line of it,” and Mr. Williams 
ran his eyes over the telegram and then 
read aloud: “ I have revealed Kisaanc’s 
identity.” 
Then Mr. Williams said: 
“ You will have to wait till the name is 
telegraphed from Han Francisco and get 
the information th at way. 
I am sorry 
for Kissane’s family that this m atter 
should oome out, but from all I can see 
it is the fm lt of bis lawyer, J. B. Hart, 
who came on here to have the m d:ot- 
ment 
qu it lied. 
H art did not g t 
quietly 
wlmt 
he 
wanted 
a t 
the 
District Attorney’s office, and so he 
appeared iu open c.m rt and at'racted 
public atteutiou to the whole inutti r. 
N ot content with that be began abusing 
General Darr, who had been nearly 
ruined by K issaut’s rascality, and the 
result is th at General Darr has revealed 
the mau’s identity.

through theao bankB, the loss falling 
upon the Chemioal Bunk. W hile ut Slug 
Sing Kissane offered to make a full con­ 
fession of the M artha Washington steam ­ 
boat conspiracy. 
He was liberated aud 
made a full confession of the efforts to 
secure the insurance. The confession 
occupied about 100 pages of foolscap. 
His gang wa* one of the most complete 
organizations ever kiow niu this country. 
He violated hi* promise to tho insurance 
companies and fled to Nicaragua where, 
under an assumed name, it was reported 
that ho been shot. 
His career in Lali- 
ifornia under auother assumed name 
is well-known.

Burton 
thought 
to bring the 
oritninals to justice. 
The insurance 
companies refused to assist him bur h>- 
offertd $50,000 of bis own money and 
over $0000 contributed by a friend 
Duriug his pursuit of the gang he trsv 
eled 15,000 miles. 
H e was constantly 
hounded, harassed and even threatened 
by Kissane and bis frion'S. 
Few per­ 
sons are aw are that the emniissariea of 
Kissnne were instrum ental in causing 
Burton’s death. 
In the summer of 1855 
be visited New York, and, as had been 
the case throughout hi* travels in the 
U nited States and C o ads, hi* every 
movement was w atohei by 
Kissnne 
Early in the fall he became the victim of 
a mysterious illness aud returned to h<s 
home. 
H e lingered for mouths, but 
never recovered, dyiDg on December lsr, 
1885. 
The fact was established at the 
time th a t Kis-ane’s friends had succeed­ 
ed in smuggling poison into bis food 
and his death resulted, despite the 
fforts of all physicians to save him. 
Mr. Burton, during his travels, wrote 
tlie book giving a detailed acc unt of the 
case, but it was never put into priut. 
Ir was eurided “ D ram i of Crime, or 
Tragedies in Real Life.” 
According to 
tho preface the book contain*, among 
other things, a complete confession by 
W m. 
Kissane.

Commerce. 


HE CALLS IT A KNOTTY LAW. 


The Railroads Not Opposed to It 
but Trying to Under­ 
stand it.

The following opinion 
of General 
Manager T oune, of the Southern Paoifio 
Company, concerning tbe principles and 
operation of the Interstate Commerce 
bill will be read w ith much interest by 
merchants and sbippers: 
'Dear sir: 
I regret th at I waa to 
muoh oocui ied yesterday afternoon tbat 
I was not able to give you answers to 
some of your questions relative to tbe 
workings of tbe interstate law, aod in 
fulfilling my promise to write you on 
he subjeot. Id o so merely to throw out 
«orne binis regarding a subject I know so 
little about. 
I am not unmindful of th e demoral- 
ziug condition of things at tbe present 
lime pertaining to the oarriers and their 
patrons, b at the press and the people 
m ast be patient and wait. 
Order can­ 
not be brought out of chaos in a mo­ 
ment. 
Bach an enormous amount of 
work as ia necessary to chauge tbe 
tariffs from wbat they were to those 
which must prevail under the new law re­ 
quires time. 
We hear complaints of an 
udvanoe of rates on freight to high fig­ 
ures to and from the Pacific slope. 
Tin* 
is not true in the common acceptance of 
tbe term. 
The only rates to g > into 
«ffict under the law are substantially a 
combination of various local rates over 
connecting lines, w ith a considerable 
percentage of reductions on loug hauls. 
This tariff is ril right, and Biibitantially 
w h it it has been in the past; and the 
publto and the roads will be all right if 
ihe latter cau be assured of safety in 
establLhmg a competitive tariff, to eu- 
.ble tb e people here to ship a t low rates, 
us heretofore, until 
the much-vexed 
question of tbe long aud short haul pro­ 
visions is ditposed of by the commission 
t-rs. 
• 
Let any one read some of tbe sections 
of this law carefully and ask themselves 
if they would care to take the chances, 
i* a railroad company m ust, of having 
100 or more suits per day filed against 
them . 
As an illustration, let the road*, 
under the law, take a carload of freight 
from New York to San Francisco, at say 
$1 per 100 pounds, to meet ocean compe­ 
tition, and at the same time take aloDg 
another car for Denver, say at $1 50 per 
100 pounds. 
The Denver merchant 
would doubtless, under his construction 
of the law, a t once set his lawyer to work 
—at the expense of the railroad compa­ 
ny, so far as attorney’s fees are con­ 
cerned—and at the same time, perhaps, 
manage to have his own olerks drawn as 
jurym en; this action to come up in a 
local court, which might be more or less 
imbued with the false theory thut the 
lesser distance should not be charged for 
at a higher rate than one more remote, 
even though the latter may have natu­ 
ral facilities aud active competition, all 
beyond the reach of tbe law. 
W ith these thing* ever before us, no 
one will wonder th at we are admon­ 
ished'to move with great caution. 
I urn aware that the most serious ap­ 
prehensions are entertained by many 
relative to the results to come out of 
this new law, largely on acoonnt of the 
vague and ambiguous wording of some 
of its sections. 
For instance, take the 
term “substantially similar circumstan­ 
ces and conditions;” this must be given 
tbe most tb eral construction by the 
cummissioners or the courts. 
I say by 
the commissioners or the courts, for the 
reason that the roads cannot safely in­ 
terpret this clause, however much they 
may desire to do b o ; and the hsavy and 
cumulative penalties imposed in every 
case tor a violation of the law will 
ever be before the carrier; and for this 
¿reason aloue you will see th at it is a 
question which m ust be determined by 
others. And their rulings m ust be cleiriy 
in favor of a tariff which will meet the 
rates quoted by carriers not subjeot to 
the law. I say must, for the reason th at 
the public cannot and Will not cocscut 
to go back to the old-timo routes of car­ 
riage so long as the modern and expe­ 
ditious m ethods can be opened up again 
uuder a liberal construction of the law. 
Ia faot, tbe practical laws governing the 
movement of traffic for the past, which 
has come up w ith th e growth and settle­ 
ment of the country, m ust be the basis 
tor the movement of commerce in the 
future, and the sooner this is settlvd the 
better it will be for the public and the 
roads as well. 
The carriers are diligently at work 
and will be ready to present to the com­ 
missioners in good time an appeal for 
recognition of the principle that water 
competition must be m et by tho roads, 
and the shippers, backed by the press of 
this coast, should at once make them ­ 
selves clearly understood in their de­ 
mands for au honest, reasonable and in­ 
telligent interpretation of this much 
taagled question relating to long and 
<-hort hauls. 
There was muoh discus­ 
sion in Cougress over this ambiguous 
section of the law, y et for some reason 
a clear definition was not arrived at, or 
there 
would 
likely 
have been a 
hauge 
in the wording, 
making it 
o 
clear 
th at 
anyone 
with 
fair 
reasoning 
capacity 
would have un­ 
derstood 
it. 
One is 
almost 
per­ 
suaded th at the obscure language waa 
chosen for two purposes: First, to con­ 
vince the people of the interior that they 
were to be favored by a reduction of 
rutes based on and brought down to the 
level of tbe through competitive rates, 
and thereby attem pting ta satisfy an un­ 
reasonable clamor; and, second, to as­ 
sure at the same time those favored by 
the laws of nature and by their geo­ 
graphical position th at they, too, would 
be protected by their dissimilarly situ­ 
ated condition. 
A nd sinoe this was left 
und> c di d, w be except the Commission­ 
ers or the courts was to determine it,and 
what degree of elasticity in tbe interpre­ 
tation of 
it would be necessary to 
aocomplibh both, and satisfy tbe people 
of the interior of this vast country, and 
those as well on the great water ways ? 
The oarriers have no right to place a 
less favorably Bituated shipper ob an 
equality with oue more favorable situ­ 
ated; neither has Congress this rignt; 
and it is not a good, square burinis* 
proposition when applied to other call­ 
ings, and it will not do when applied to 
transportation. 
T h e people ef the most 
favored localities, namely, those en the 
co«fe and along the great water ways of 
the Interior, meke their own best rates 
with the carriers by wdter, and the rail­ 
roads must accept this rate as their own 
fer such competitive flkffic, or they 
cannot expect to take it; therefore there 
is no reason nor jostioe in the idearihat 
noncompetitive places should be favor- 
considered ip the matter of rates aa 


those places where competition exists. 
Y et 
this 
is 
what 
the 
law ­ 
makers 
hoped 
to 
accomplish, 
and 
w hat the 
shipper 
of 
the 
interior 
of the country. 
The traffic between the 
two seaboards for tbe last few years has 
been largely diverted from the ocean to 
tbe railroad by offering the m erchant 
low rates and rapid transit. 
This is 
what tbe shippers here and the carriers 
w ant now under the provision* of the 
new law, and both look for a decision 
accordingly from the Commissioners or 
the Court»; until th a t is reached there 
will oome m uch harm and embarrass­ 
ment. 
B ut we here will not be alone 
in our trouble; tbe whole country, com­ 
pelled so suddenly to adapt itself to im­ 
practical methods for regulation, cannot 
avoid tbe evils which are sure to follow; 
and the sooner tbe Commissioners get 
legetber aud grant the exemption neces­ 
sary to relieve the carriers, ihe better it 
wM be for all. 
It is not true as charged by some that 
tbe railroads are doing ull in their pow ­ 
er to make tbe law odious; on tbe ooo- 
trary tbe roads are doing all in their 
power to weave the web of tbeir ideas 
into tbe whole knotty fabrio in such 
manner as to m ake the final product 
harmonious and without law . 
There are other fallacious ideas em­ 
bodied in the law in its attem pt to regá­ 
late oarriers under the pretense of regu­ 
lating commerce, from which confusion 
and demoralization must come; yet the 
principal thing necessary for us over 
here is a satisfactory disposition of the 
qnestion above particularly referred to.

Railroad Improvements. 
The first railroad train ever lighted by 
electricity in the United States left Bos­ 
ton for New York yesterday. 
The gen 
eral adoption of this method of illum ­ 
ination wonld disp se of one of the 
twin nightm ares of travel. 
It would 
nuppress the oar lamp, and with steam 
beating to abolish the car stove, the 
practice of wholesale cremation in wrecks 
wonld be discontinued. 
It is certainly time that th e methods 
of beating and lighting oars should be 
improved. 
W ith the marvelous devel­ 
opment in all the other branches of rail­ 
road work, these departm -nts have re­ 
mained in primitive crudity. 
Formerly 
it was the custom to intensify the gloom 
of night on the rail by exaggerated 
candles, thrust 
up into glass globes. 
These 
have 
been 
generally super­ 
seded by oil lamps, b a t the change can­ 
not be considered an improvement. The 
slight gain in the power of distinguish­ 
ing surrounding objects is counterbal­ 
anced by the danger of what the head­ 
liner would, for oi.o?, be nearly right in 
calling a “ holocaust.” And, after all, it 
ia of small importance whether a car is 
more 
or 
less 
dark, so long as it 
is Dot light. 
Reading, cither with 
ihe candles 
or 
lamps, 
is out of 
the question to one who considers his 
eyes of any value. 
The few cars which 
are really well lighted, snch as those of 
the New York elevated railroads, and 
some finely equipped sleepers, serve only 
to emphasize the 
general obacuritv. 
The introduction of elec'ricity would 
carry travelers a t one bound from dark­ 
ness and danger to light and safety. 
The abolition of the oar stove, of 
course, even more im portant than that 
of the car lamp. In an acoident, a con­ 
flagration from lamps is only a possi­ 
bility, but from stoves is practically a 
certainty. 
Any shock powerfnl enough 
to smash th e cars, is powerful enough to 
scatter burning coals through the wreck. 
T he receut succession of horrible disast­ 
ers in the east has forced this subject into 
notice, aud the experiments w ith safe 
methods of heatiug make it clear that 
the stove will soon have to go. 
W hen 
the twin improvements are generally 
adopted, w inter travelling will become 
popular. 
Life in a cheerful car, com­ 
fortably warmed by steam and brightly 
illuminated by tbe soft radiance of the 
incandescent electric light, will be en­ 
durable even in a snow blockade.—S. F. 
Post. 


O u r N e w D e p o t. 
W e inquired last week when our new 
Southern Paoifio depot was to be com­ 
menced, and before we finished mailing 
the papers the carpenters were on the 
ground. About tw enty men are at work 
and the building will be pushed to com­ 
pletion in th e course of three or four 
weeks. 
We have examined the plans 
and elevations, and can congratulate 
Ontario on seonring a very handsome 
aud commodious building. 
The waiting- 
rooin will be 24x16, the office 10xl7> and 
there will be two smaller rooms on the 
ground floor of the passenger depot, the 
seoond story being finished as a suite of 
four living rooms for th e agent. 
There 
will be a buggage-room just west of tbe 
present freight depot 12x14, tbe freight- 
house being 66x25. Tho elevatious show 
that the ornamental finish will be pleas­ 
ing in an nnnsual degree, and the build­ 
ing will be an ornam ent to the town. 
The general style of the building is the 
same as the new one a t Pomona, and we 
suppose it will be in order for us to 
claim it as tho finest depot between Los 
Angeles and Yuma, th a t claim having 
been made already w ith reference to six 
or seven others.—[Ontario Record.

In Ohio he caine across a man 
rolling in wealth accumulated from the 
manufacture 
and sale of 
the worst 
“ slush” ever 
sold under th e name of 
wine. 
The 
Ohio stuff is sold in New 
Y ork at very low figures. 
He visited 
mauy wholesale wine and liquor houses 
in St. Louis, New York and other East­ 
ern cities and found very little pure 
Calitor ia nine. 
Real pure Oalifornia 
wine in bottles labeled as snch oould 
not be bad. 
It was invariably uuder a 
foreigu label. 
Most of tbe wine sold 
under tbe foreign labels came from Cal­ 
ifornia and gave eDtire satisfaction to 
customers who pay high prices for it. 
Men w h) sold these false labels admitted 
th at they were doing it, and they said 
they could not afford not to do it.—[St 
Helena Tim-s.

W h e r e a s, the Legislature of the 8tate of 
California, at its twenty-seventh session, be­ 
ginning on the third day of January, A. D. 
eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, two- 
thirds of all the m em bers elected to e»ch of 
the tw o Houses of -aid Legislature voting in 
favor thereof, proposed the following de­ 
scribed am endm ents to the C onstitution of 
the State of California, to wit: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
To propose to the people of the State an 
am endm ent to the C onstitution of the 
8tate, relative to tho Judiciary Depart 
m ent. 
Hr solved, That the Legislature of the State 
of California, at Its regulBr »ession, com ­ 
m encing on the third day of January, A. D. 
eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of 
the Houses of said Legislature vo log in fa 
vor thereof, hereby propose that sec* ions 
two and three of article VI, of the Constitu­ 
tion of said Sta.e be am ended to re a d a s 
follows: 
Stctlon 2. The Supreme Court shall co n ­ 
sist of seven Justices. The Associate Jus 
tices of the Supreme Court, in office at the 
t me of the adoption of this am endm ent to 
the C onstitution are hereby continued in 
office as Justices of the Suprem e Court for 
the rem ainder of the term s to which they 
w ere respectively elected. 
The Justices 
shall elect one of their num ber to be C hief 
Justice, and h<i shall hold the office of Chief 
Jus'ice of said court for a term of two 
years At the expiration of the term of the 
Chief Justice first elected, and every two 
years thereafter the Justices shall elect a 
Chief Justsce for a like term of two years. 
An entry of the election of such Chief Jus 
tice shall he m ade in the m>nutes of tho 
court and signed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the of­ 
fice of Chief Justice, a like election shall 
be had to fill such office for the unexplred 
term . 1 he Supreme Court m ay sit in d e­ 
partm ents or in bank, and shall always be 
open for the transaction of business There 
su&:l be two departm ents, deuom iuated, re 
spectively, Departm ent Oue and 1 epartm ent 
Two. The Chief Justice shall assign three 
of the Jnstlces to each departm ent, and 
-uch assignm ent may be cmmged bv him 
from tim e to time. The Justices shall be 
com petent to sit in either departm ent, and 
may interchange with e»ch other by atrree- 
m ent among ttiemselveB or as ordered by 
the Chief Justice. Each of the departm ents 
shall have the power to hear and determ ine 
causes and all questions arislug therein, 
subject to the provisions hereluafter con­ 
tained In relation to the Court iu bank. The 
prerence of three Justices shall be necessary 
to transact nny business iu eitoer of the de­ 
partm ents, except such as m ay be done at 
cham bers, aud the concurrence of two Jus 
tices shall be necefSary to pronouuce a 
ludgmeuL The Chief Justice shall apportion 
.he bukiuess to the depanm ents and m y, 
in his discretion, order iny cause pendlne 
before the Court to be heard and decided by 
the C ourt iu bank. The order m ay be m ade 
before «rafter Judgm ent pronounced by h 
departm ent; but wnere a cause has been al­ 
lotted to one of the departm ents, anda judg­ 
m ent pronounced thereon, the order mu» 
be m ade w ithin thirty days after such judg­ 
m ent and concurred in by twoJustlces, and if 
ho m ade it shall have the effect tovacite and 
set aside the judgm ent. Any four Justices 
may, either before or after judgm ent by a 
departm ent, order a case to be he*rd In 
bank If the order be not m ade wit in the 
tim e above lim ited, the judgm ent shall be 
final. No judgm eut by a departm ent shall 
becom e final until tho expirajiou of the 
period of thirty dnvs aforesaid, unless ap 
proved by the Chief Justice, iu w riting, 
with the concurrence of two Justices.

tion. Three Justices shall he elected for 
the fall term at the general State election 
held in eighteen hundred and ninety; and 
at the general eloctlou held every fourth 
year thereafter, two Justloee shall be elect­ 
ed for full terms of twelve yeata, except 
that In every twelfth year thereafter, three 
Justioes »hall be elected for full term s. If 
the Chief Justice, or any Ju-tice, becomes 
perm anently disqualified, 'either m entally 
or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and such fact Is certified to the Gov­ 
ernor by five Justices, one of whom may be 
the Chief Justlce Iu cose of the disability of 
a Justice, the office of tuch dir qualified

rson becom es im m ediately vacant, and 
shall be paid a retiring salary of two 
hundred and fifty (260) dollars per m onth 
for the rem ainder of his term . If a vacancy 
exlBt or occur in the office of a Justice, the 
Governor shall appoint a person to hold the 
office for the rem ainder of the unexplred 
term. The Governor shall appoint a Justice 
to hold office os Justice for the unexpired 
term of the late Chief Justice. 
AMENDMENT NUMBER TWO. 
To propose to the people of the State an 
am endm ent to the Constitution of the 
8tate, relative to the salaries of the 
Judiciary Department. 
Resolved, That the Legislature of the State 
ef C alifornia, at its regular session, com­ 
m encing on the third day of January, A. D. 
eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, two- 
thirds of all m em bers elected to eaoh of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting 
favor thereof, hereby propose that scctli 
seventeen, of Article VI, of the Constttutb 
of oaid State, be am ended so as to read as 
follows: 
Section 17. The Justices of the 8uprem e 
Court, and Judges ot the Superior Court, 
sball severally, aistated tim es during their 
contiuuance in office, receive for their 
services, com pensation which shall not be 
increased or dim inished alter their election, 
nor during the term for which they shall 
have been elected.

Any city containing a popula­ 
tion of m ere than one liuudred thonaand 
inhabitants may fram e a chart r for Its own 
governm ent, consistent with aud subject to 
tne C onstitution and law6 of thi-. State, by 
causing a B oatd of fifteen freeholders, who 
shall have been for at leA»t five years quali­ 
fied electors thereof, to be elected by tbe 
qualified voters of such cliy, at any geiieral 
or special election, whose duty it shall be, 
w i'hiu nluety days after such election, to 
prepare aud propose a chartc* for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the

approved by a m ajority votcof the members 
e'ected to each H->use, It shall become the 
cha ter of such city, or If such city be con­ 
solidated w ith a county, then of such city 
and couuty, aud shall become the organic 
law thereof, aud supersede any exlsiiug 
charter, and all am enrim euts thereof, and 
all tpecial law s Inconsistent with such char­ 
ter. A copy of such charter,certified by ibe 
Mayor, or chief executive officer, an-l au- 
th m icuted by tbe »eal of such city, setting 
forth the subm ission of such charter to the 
electors, aud its ratification by them , »hall 
be m ade In duplicate, and deuoslted, one in 
the office of the Secretary of State, the other, 
afier being recorded In the office of >he Re 
corder of Deeds of the county, am ong tbe 
archives of the city. All Courts shall take 
judicial notice thereof. The ybarter so 
ratified may be am ended at intervals of not 
less than tw o years, by proposals therefor, 
subm itted by legislative authority of the 
city to the qualified voters thereof, at a gee- 
er-il or special election held at le«st sixty 
days after the publication of such proposals, 
and ratified by at least three-fifths of tbe 
qti-l fled electors voting thereat, aud ap­ 
proved by the Legislature as herein pro­ 
vided for the approval of the charter.

A G la n c e a t tlie C a ía n m e 
P io n e e r L ee A n g eles N ew ■ p ap e r, 
Ad old friend of ours, who is now an 
inmate of the Veterans’ Home at Yount' 
ville, and who was one of tho original 
proprietors of (he Los Angeles Star, has 
sent us a oopy of that paper of date May 
24, 1851. A glance at its columns re­ 
calls to mind many old names and inci­ 
dents that had almost passed from mem­ 
ory. This issue of the Star contains 
very cursory aocount of the great fire 
that swept the city of San Francisco 
from 
the 
face 
of 
the earth 
the 
4th 
of 
May; 
and 
also 
short minute of the one that destroyed 
S ockton on the 14th of the same month. 
San Francisco had then been burnt 
down five times, aud was destined to be 
again destroyed on the 3d of June of 
tiie same year. The steamer Gohah, 
Captain Bub Haley, of bappy memory, 
was hen plying between San Francisco 
and San Pedro, and the mails for the 
former city were then made up At the 
store of Wheeler (John 0.) & Morgan, 
where the Farmers’ & Merchants’ Bank 
now is. 
The paper before us announces 
th at “during the early part of the wtek 
we were visited with repeated and copi- 
, ous showers of rain,” so that we have 
precedent for more pluvial weather for 
nearly two mouths to come. 
In looking over tho advertising col­ 
unia of this newspaper relic, we find that 
a whig meeting huu been held, presided 
over by Don Abel Stearns, with Jobu 0. 
Wheeler as Secretary. The proceeding* 
show that Hon. Andreas Pico and B-nj. 
D. Wilson were nominated for the As­ 
sembly, aud that, as a matter of oourse, 
“ the remarks of the various speakers 
were to the point, and the right spirit 
pervaded all present.” Concise enough, 
especially as the whole report was pub­ 
lished as an advertisement aud paid for 
at ’49 rates. 
Among the lawyers of 
the period who had the enterprise to 
publish their cards in the only paper 
then printed eooth of Momerey (if 
we except the San Dit go Herald, made 
famous by Lieutenauc 
Derby, alias 
“Squibob, ’alias “ Phteoix,” the pioneer 
humorist,) were Scott <t Hayes; J . B. 
Magrudcr; Jones, Tompkins & Strode 
(the Jones being the renowned Wm. 
Carev, a son-in-law, equally with Gen­ 
eral Fremont, of Senator Benton; I. S. 
K. Os nr, afterwards Judge of 
the 
United States District Court for the 
Southern district of California, just now 
revived. 
We also notice the modest 
card of McFarland & Downey, who an­ 
nounce themselves uh “Boticarios y Qui« 
micos,” of more value to them, doubtle.-s, 
in the Castilian thau if it were in the 
English idiom. 
But the piéoe de rédstanoe amongst 
the “ noticiai” of this issue is the an­ 
nouncement of Heury D.ilton that he 
proposes to divide his land at the Azusa 
into farm lots to suit purchasers at a 
nominal price per acre and on the most 
favorable terms. 
As an inducement to 
settlers to buy these lands he says that 
“ there is on this land a beautiful site for 
a town, which I intend to lay out as 
soon as the wants of trade among settlers 
require it, and ulso to build a merchant 
flouring 
mill 
near 
by.” 
Alas, 
for the plans of men! 
That same 
town 
site 
has 
just 
been 
laid 
out, and last week il win put upon 
the market to be gobbled up at fabulous 
Erice*—prices that would make poor 
lenry Dalton quiver in his grave oould 
he have knowledge of their enormous 
reach in dollar* and cents. 
The sender of this ancient chronicle 
of the day's doings in Los Angeles, in a 
letter acoompanyiog it indulges in some 
reflections upon what this city was then. 
He writes: 
“ Whan the Star was started, Los An­ 
geles was notiiing bat a straggling Mex­ 
ican town—the most populous of its 
kind in the State. 
The American popu­ 
lation was small, but few families resid­ 
ing iu or near the city. On the occasion 
of an alarm and fears of an Indian out­ 
break, au enumeration of these supposed 
to be true w h s takea, snd then there were 
only about one hundred aud sixty or 
seventy. I t was feared at one time that 
the native Californians would join the 
IndiHns to drive the Americans out of 
the country, but the fear proved to bo 
groundless. 
But when the news came 
from Sau Francisco that Billy Mulligan, 
Jim Hughes and others of that ilk were 
coming to fight off the Iudiaus, there was 
great consternation. 
Many preferred 
the Indians to tho olass of men enlisted 
in that oompaey.” 
He also indulges in a retrospective 
glance at the orange industry, and says: 
“ There were but a few oranges in 
those days, a few trees in the gardens 
belonging to Don Manuel Reauena, aud 
those of Don Luis Vignes, oi the Aliso 
vineyard, were bearing scantily; while 
at Wolfskill’s the 
few 
trees 
were 
younger, but produced a better quality. 
At San Gabriel the orchard was un­ 
fenced, the trees untriramed, and the 
fruit indifferent. 
At Hugo Reid’s the 
fruit was hetter. 
From the accounts I 
receive there must have been a wonder­ 
ful growth of everything, from the 
scraggy little paper I send yon, to the 
prosperous metropolitan journals now 
published in your young giant city of 
the south.” 
True for yon, dear old friend! 
If

labors, you would behold changes more 
wonderful than ever greeted tho eye of 
Aladdin. 
Iu the spot where you got 
out your little sheet you would see not 
a “ straggling Mexioan oity with low- 
roofed adobes,” but immense blocks of 
modern buildings of substantial con­ 
struction and of beautiful architecture, 
Instead of a few orange trees strug­ 
gling, as you say, for existence, you 
would behold 
great 
stretches 
of 
orchards groaning under the weight of 
their golden-hued fruit.

to the eye, and on every hand you would 
see, instead of browu hills aud parched 
plains, beautiful gardens and palatial 
residences.

II gives all cities of over 10,000 inhab­ 
itants the right to make their own 
charters to suit their own needs, said 
charters to be submitted to a vote of 
thd people of the city for which they 
ar« fram ed , and then if approved by 
the people to be submitted to the 
Legislature of the State, through 
which it m ust pass by a two-third 
vote in order to become the organic 
law of the city. 
Popular sentiment 
aeems to favor 
this 
amendment, 
which is very carefully drawn and 
goaided and leaves the whole controi 
of the cities in the hands of its qual­ 
ified voters.

O w in g to the lateness of the coming 
of the winter rains and the lowness of 
the tem perature, the crop of alfilerilla 
is still very flight, and pasturage ie 
light for beeves.

nardino, K ern, Tulare and Fresno 
counties. 
It is hoped that increased 
attention will hereafter be directed to 
increasing the food supply of cattle 
throughoutlthe State.

closures strawberries are perpetual, 
while other small fruits have their 
season prolonged at least two m onths, 
and sweetcorn can be gathered fresh 
at Christmas without the aid of cold 
storage.

THE AMENDMENTS. 


K m i o b * W k y th e P e o p le S h o u ld 
V ote P o r T h e m . 
B aj< F ran cisco , March 30, 1887. 
To the People o f the State o f California• 
The Bar Association of San Francisco 
respectfully invites attention to the 
Constitutional Amendments to be sub­ 
mitted to the people on the 12th of April 
next. They are designed to extricate 
the Court of last resort from its present 
difficulties, and to obtain for the citizen 
what is so important, viz.: speedy jus- 
tioe.The delays that have unfortunately 
ocourred in the administration of justice 
are familiar to all, but few outside the 
legal profession are aware of the difficul* 
ties whioh surround the situation. 
A t the organization of tho present 
Court, under the Constitution ef 1879, 
there w ere pending and undisposed of 
604 cases. Since then there hare come 
in 4858 new cases, making nn average of 
694 new cases a year. The Court,since its 
organization, has disposed of 4555 cases, 
making an average of 650 casos per an­ 
num. It is not reasonable to suppose 
that the number of incoming cases will 
decrease as the State increases in popu­ 
lation and prosperity. It is plain, there­ 
fore, that unless something is done to 
enable the Court to get rid of its burden, 
the present state of things m ast continae 
for an indefinite period. 
Moro than has been accomplished un­ 
der the existing organization can not be 
expected. The present Conrt is a hard­ 
working one, and gets through with as 
much work as it is possible to do. An 
examination of the reports of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States, which 
has nine Jndges, shows that in the five 
years preceding 1886, that Court decided 
1520 cases, making an average of 304 
oases per annum, less than half the aver­ 
age number decided by oar owaCourt. 
The reports of the Court of A lca la of 
the State of New York, which has seven 
Judges, show that in the five years pro 
ceding 1886, that tribunal 
tided 2523 
oases, making an average of 504 cases per 
annum, which is less than the average of 
our own Court by 146. 
The reports of the highest court of 
Pennsylvania, a 
court with seven 
Judges, show that in the five years pre­ 
ceding 1885 that tribunal decided 1826 
oases, making an average of $347 per 
annum, which is less than the average 
of our own oourt by 285 cases per au- 
num. 
The reports of the highest court of 
Massachusetts, a Court with seven 
judges, show that in the five years pre­ 
ceding 1886 that tribunal decided 1739 
cases, making an average of 347 per an­ 
num, which is less than the average of 
our own oourt by 303 cases per annum. 
And it is believed that an examination 
of the reports of the other states will 
show like results, viz.: that our oourt 
decides moro causes than any other. 
But it may be asked, how it is, if suoh 
is the case, that such large and opulent 
commonwealths get along—bow comes it 
that tho Supreme Couri? of California (a 
state which is comparatively small iu 
point of population) has so much work 
to do? 
There are several reasons for this, but 
the ohief among them is that our peo­ 
ple have been extremely liberal with 
the right of appeal, and with their grants 
of original jurisdiction to appellate 
Courts. In this State a case involving 
only three hundred dollars may be taken 
to the Supreme Court, as a matter of 
fight—not to speak of vast numbers 
ofcases not susceptible of pecuniary es­ 
timation. In the Supreme Court of the 
United States the jurisdictional amount 
is five thousand dollars. In the Court of 
Appeals of New York the jurisdiotional 
amount is five hundred dollars, unless 
leave to appeal is granted by the judge. 
But in New York there is a system of 
intermediate appellate tribunals, which 
stop a large number of cases;and theCourt 
of Appeals is purely an appellate tribunal 
and has uo power to issue original writs 
except in aid of its appellate jurisdiction. 
It may be added that the Supreme Court 
of the United Slates is now several years 
behind with its work, and the subject of 
relieving it from its difficulties is occupy­ 
ing the attention of Congress and the 
country; and that within the last ten 
years the people of New York have had 
to adopt tbs same measure that is pro­ 
posed here, viz., to give the Court a 
Commission of Appeuls to help it clear 
off its arrears. The sanie thing has been 
dons in Indiana, Tennessee, Texas and 
Ohi >. 
An ideo oí the enormous labor im­ 
poned upon oar Supreme Court may be 
gained from the following considerations: 
There are in California sixty-uine Supe­ 
rior Courts constantly encaged in decid­ 
ing causes which may be, and which, as 
a m atter of fact, nearly always are, 
taken to the Supreme Court. In tho 
£rst place, there is a hearing in the De­ 
partm ent. Then there is the petition for 
a hearing in bank, and if this is granted, 
there is A hearing in bank, and some­ 
times the Court in bank is assailed with 
a petition for rehearing. Since its or­ 
ganization the present Court has passed 
upon 1060 petitions for rehearing. 
To the ¿appeals must be added the 
original proceedings in the Supreme 
Court, such as applications for writs of 
mandamu*, certiorari and prohibition. 
Of these the Court has had before it, 
sitW* it* organization in 1880, 414, nearly 
everjf 
ona of whioh involved the 
hearing 
of 
demurrers, 
motions 
in relation Id pleadings, motions for new 
trial, etc. And U» all oases, whether of 
original or oppelUte iuriadlctlon, the 
Constitution reqnirsi that the decision 
shall be given in writing,and the grounds 
thereof shall be stated. 
In view of this enormous mass of work 
It is impossible for the Court, under the 
present system, to keep even wilh the 
accumulating business, much less to clear 
off its arrears. I t is overworked new. 
The press of business is such that it can 
not give sufficient consideration to the 
cases presented for decision. 
So much for the evil which exists 
Let us now seo what is the remedy pro­ 
posed. In the first place, it is proposed 
to increase, temporarily, the working 
foree. The Commission as created by 
the Act of the Legislature is of very lit­ 
tle use. The Legislature lias no power 
to create a Court. All that the Commis­ 
sion, as at present organized, can do, is 
to “ assist” the Court by preparing opin­ 
ions for its consideration. Such opinions 
have no force until adopted by the 
Court. And the Jaslioes inform us that 
they deem it their duty not to 
anVot such opinions without going over 
them carefully; 
and experience has 
shown tkftt it takes almost as much 
time to ^nomine such opinions, in con­ 
nection w ith tí» record, a* to decide the 
oase in the first instance. To obviate 
this the amendments propose to erect a 
commission iato a temporary department 
of the court, with the same right 
of petition to the Court in Bank for re­ 
hearing as there is in the oaso of n deci­ 
sion by a department of the court. 
Another important change designed to 
expedite business, is in the manner of 
selection of the Chief Justioe. The effi­ 
ciency of the court largely depends upon 
this officer- Under the Constitution, he 
is n o t o n l y to assist in the decision of 
causes, but is te prescribe the order of 
business. Everything depends upon his 
bolng a good prw M jM sfflw.

things, the outside public have no means 
of knowing whether be possesses these 
qualities or not. The only persons who 
can know about this m atter are the Jus­ 
tices themselves. They, from daily ex­ 
perience and association, know better 
than anybody else which of their num­ 
ber is the best fitted for a presiding of­ 
ficer. And the amendments propose to 
allow them to select from their own body 
tbe man whom they think is best fitted 
for the position. The election of a jndge 
is not taken away from the people by 
this, for they clad all tho Justices. 
Tbe only effect of the amendment 
in this 
regard is 
to determine 
which of the Justices elected by the 
people to act a» presiding officer. 
Un­ 
der the existing provision, if it should 
be ascertained chat the person elected 
as Chief Justice, though a good Judge 
and a sonnd lawyer, has not administra­ 
tive ability, the businoss must suf­ 
fer for twelve years. 
Under tho 
proposed amendment he is selected 
every two years, which is to secure in­ 
dependence, nnd /et to allow of a 
change in case a m stake should chance 
to be made. 
The proposed change in this particular 
will certainly expedite business. 
There is also a provision for getting 
rid of any of the Justices who may 
from a visitation of Providence, become 
permanently incapable of discharging 
bis duties. To say that in such case the 
afflicted Justice should always promptly 
resign is too muoh to expect of human 
nature; and the ordinary machinery to 
enforco a removal is too difficult of 
enforcement to be efficacious. Feelings of 
oompassion interpose, and prevent the 
harsh punishment of removal from office, 
without any consolatory provision, for a 
mere misfortune without any fault on 
the part of the sufferer. The remedy 
proposed ia to give one so afflicted the 
sum of |250 per month for the balance 
of his term, and to allow him to be re­ 
moved by the Governor, on the recom­ 
mendation of five of tbe Judges. Now 
aside from considerations of the justice 
of matting some little provision for a 
judicial officer stricken down in the pub­ 
lic service, (a thing done in most of the 
other countries of the civilized world,) 
we would put this question to tbo peo­ 
ple—is it uot moro economical to make 
this slight provision, and bo get rid of 
an obBtrnotion to public business, than 
to continae such obstruction on a full 
salary? 
Another change proposed relates to 
the filling of vacancies. 
The necessity 
of a ohango will be apparent when a t­ 
tention is called to the difficulty which 
has arisen by tho death of Chief Justice 
Morrison. 
If the Governor appoints a 
Chief Justice, the appointee only holds 
until the Dext general eleotion. in tho 
fall of 1888—say eighteen months. At 
that eleotion a Chief Justice must be 
elected to hold office for the rcmaiuder 
of Judge Morrison’s unexpired term, 
which will be for only two years longer. 
Then there must be an election in 1890 
for the full term of twelvo years. 
It 
will be very difficult to find a competent 
man who will accept tbo appointment 
from the Governor undor such circum­ 
stances, or who will be willing to stand 
biscbancc-s of sncceas at ii general eleo­ 
tion to serve only two years, understand­ 
ing that at the end of that time he must 
again run the risk of tho success of his 
political party. 
The proposed change merely gives the 
Governor the power to appoiat for the 
balance of tbe unexpired term. In some 
caseB it will happen that the term of the 
appointee will bo extended for a short 
period, but it will not occur often. 
Finally in an amendment to be sep­ 
arately voted oo (amendment No. 2) it 
is proposed to slightly increase judicial 
salaries. The salaries of the Justices of 
the Supreme Court, are raised from 
36000 to 37500 per anuutn, and the sala­ 
ries of tbe Judges of the Superior Court 
in some of the counties are raised from 
34000 to $5000 per annum; in the other 
oounties, there being no change in the 
present rate except in Tulare and Mon­ 
terey, in which tbe salary is fixed at 
34000 per annnm. 
This we submit is a step in the right 
direction. The funotion of a decision, 
nnder our system, is not merely to dis­ 
pose of the particular cose, but also to 
furnish a rule for other cases. A great 
body of the law is made in this manner. 
And to make such rules harmonious i-.nd 
adapted to the needs of society is most 
delicate and difficult work, calling for a 
high degree of skill and judgment. 
Now experience ia evory walk of life 
teaches that a high degres of skill can­ 
not be obtained at the lowest compensa­ 
tion. Lawyers, like other people, seek 
the most advantageous market for what 
they have to offer. If sufficient induce­ 
ment is not offered to them on the 
bench, the best lawyer will not go there. 
There are doubtless eminent exceptions 
to this; bat in the long run it will be 
found to be true. The oouseqaenco of 
such a state of things is an inferior body 
of law; inharmonious and conflicting de­ 
cisions and unoertain rules. It is very 
poor economy to bring about such a 
condition of affairs to effect, what to the 
State, is a pitiful saving. There arc 
some minor mutters in the amendments 
of which space does not permit the dis­ 
cussion. 
I d conclusion, it is submitted that 
nothing can be more importont than 
speedy justice. 
Delay defeats, in many 
oases, the purposes for which courts are 
established^ 
It enables the dishonest 
man to use tbe law to soreen himself 
from justice, and pats it in the power of 
the rich to oppress the poor, who are 
driven to submission before the tardy 
maohinery of the Courts can afford him 
relief. Of scarcely less importance is 
it to have a sound body of harmonious 
rules adapted to the needs ot society, 
and uuder which business ran be car­ 
ried on without unnecessary friction. 
Believing tbat tbe amendments are 
in furtherance of these ends, we recom­ 
mend them to the press and tbe people.

IN T H U O L D EN T IM E . 


T w o E x c u r s i o n s f r o m W l l m l n K - 
t o n —E x p l o s i o n o t t h o A d a H a n ­ 
c o c k . 
Two expeditions sailed from W ilming­ 
ton years ago at different times, th at 
some of our older citizens remember well, 
and th at they inatinotively connect to­ 
gether in their memories, because some 
of their friends who participated in both 
met such a tragic fate in the last one. 
The story of the first of these tw o 
pleasure excursions can be told ia a few 
words, because, though thoroughly en­ 
joyed, it passed off w ithout accident or 
unusual incident of auy kind. Ou tho 9 th 
of June, 1869, a large party of people 
from this city, by invitation, set out on 
an exounion to S anta Catalina Island. 
They were conveyed by Mr. Banning’s 
stages to his embryo town of New San 
Pedro, as W ilm ington was then called, 
where they breaktasted, and then they 
were transported on hit little steamer, 
ihe "C ricket,” to th e outer harbor where 
they embaíked ou the United States 
coast survey steam er "A ctive,” com­ 
manded by Captain Alden, of the navy, 
afterw ards Commodore Alden. 
Captain 
Alden very courteously received the 
party on board his praft, and then 
steamed 
away 
for Catalina Island, 
tweuty-five miles distant, lauding, a f­ 
ter dining sumpuously on the steam ­ 
er, at the isthmus, where 
the day 
was pleasantly spent, when the party 
returned to WilmingtOD, and thence by 
carriages to Los Angeles. 
Among the 
persons who participated in this pleas- 
aut excursion, were 
Henry Melius, 
afterw ard Mayor of this city, aad his 
brother, Fraucis Melius, W . H. Shore, 
R. B. Garrett, W allace W oodworth and 
sister, Mary Alice, Rev. W . E. Board- 
man and wife, J. H. Landis, H. Allan* 
son and P. Banning, who have since 
deceased; 
also 
the 
following who 
are still living in this city or else­ 
where: 
S. Lsz&rd, J. 8. Mallard, H. 
Hamilton, J . G. Nichols, ex Mayor of 
Los Angeles, H. D. Barrows, M. J. New- 
mark and G. F. Lamson. 
The follow­ 
ing members of this excursion were af­ 
terwards killed or 
injured 
ou the 
sieamer Ada Hancock, on the second 
excursion rsferred to above; Dr. Henry 
R. Myles, Thos. H . W orkman, brother 
of our present Mayor, W . T. B. San­ 
ford, General Bauuing, aud probably 
some others not remembered by the 
writer. 
The expedition of the Ada Hancock 
started for Catalina Island April 27,1863, 
w ith a large num ber of passengers, but 
the steamer exploded her boilers soou 
after leaving the wharf at Wilmington, 
killing mauy people outright aud b u rl­ 
ing others so th a t they died from the 
effects of their injuries, whilst General 
Banning aud several others who were ou 
board were not seriously hurt. 
Ia addi­ 
tion to those mentioned above. Captain 
Seeley, the brag time popular commander 
of the old steam er Senator that ran ou 
this coast for so mauy years; Captain 
Bryant, a son of General Albert Sidney 
Johnston and many others whose names 
I do not now remember, were among the 
killed. 
Miss Medora Hereford, sister of 
Mrs. B. D. W ilson, of San Gabriel, died 
after some months of patbetij suffering 
from hurts reoeived in this sad accident, 
hich produced a painful and lastiug im­ 
pression on our community and which 
has not yet been effused from the memo­ 
ries of some of our older citizens. 
The 
‘Ada Hancock" steamer was named by 
General Banning after the wife of Capt. 
W- S. Hancock, afterwards General Han­ 
cock, who had been prior to this time 
stationed here as quartermaster. 
The 
preeise cause of the explosion th a t cost 
so mauy lives, and carried inexpressible 
anguish to so many hearts, I believe waa 
never fully determined. 
W hether there 
ia a single person alive to-day who was 
on that unfortunate steamer when the 
terrible explosion oecnrrsd I do not 
know. 
But I do know that there are 
many sensitive hearts that still bleed 
whenever memory recalls the sad story 
of the loss of the Ada Hancock, even 
though almost twenty-four years have 
passed away since the event happened.

T h e N e w G a m e L a w . 
The game law of the State, as just 
enacted, is formed by ameading sections 
026,631 and 036 of the Peual Code, aud 
reads as follows: 
S e c t i o s 1. 
Section 626 of an act en­ 
titled "A n A ct to establish a Penal 
Code," approved February 14, 1882, is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
626. 
Every person who, in tbe State of 
California, between the 1st day of March 
and the 10th day of September, in each 
year, huuts, pursues, takes, kills or 
destroys quail, partridges, or grouse, or 
rail, is guilty of a misdemeanor. Every 
person who, in any of tbe counties of 
this State, at any tim e takes, gathers or 
destroys tbe eggs of any quail, partridge 
or grouse ia guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Brery person who, in this State, be­ 
tween the last day of January and the 
first day of June in each year huuts, 
pursues, takes, kills or destroys doves 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every 
person who between the 15th day of 
December in each year and the 1st day 
of July in th e following year hunts, 
pursues, takes, kills or destroys auy 
male antelope, deer or buck is guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 
Every person in the 
State of California who haB in his pos­ 
session any hides or any skins of deer, 
elk, antelope or mountain sheep, killed 
between th e 15th day of December 
and the 1st day of July, is guilty of a 
misdemeacor. Every person who shull 
at any time, in the State of California, 
hunt, pursue, take, kill or destroy any 
female antelope, elk, mountain sheep, 
female deer or doe, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
Every person who Bhall 
at any tim e hunt, pursue, take, kill or 
destroy any spotted fawn, is guilty of 
a 
misdemeanor. 
Every person 
who 
shall take, kill or destroy any of the 
animals m entioned iu this section, at 
any time, unlees the oarctBS of such an­ 
imal is used or preserved by the person 
taking or slaying it, or is sold for food, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every per­ 
son who shall buy, sell, offer or expose 
for sale, transport, or have in his pos­ 
session any deer, deerskin o r hide, from 
wbioh evidence of sexhasbeeu removed, 
or any of the aforesaid game at a time 
when it is unlawful to kill the same pro­ 
vided by this aud subsequent sections, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor.

General Butler came into my office, my 
wife, who was present, spoke to him 
about it. 
Upon my word, Ben blushed 
aud stam m eiei like an awkw ard school 
boy, and showed a disposition to chaDge 
the subject as soon as possible. I t whs 
a revelation to rae. 
I t showed me that 
a mau like Butler can be impudent in 
uiauy things and extremely nudest in 
others.”—[N .

“Judge uot that ye he not judged; for 
with whac judgment ye ju-tge ye shall 
bo judged, and w ith what measure y 
mete it «hall be measured to you again. 
Tho tpeaker said the passuge of Scrip­ 
ture be quoted had been difficult to un­ 
derstand. 
Apparently it contradicted 
other portions of the Scripture as, for 
instance, where we are told, wheu 
warned against evil men, that “ By their 
fruits ye shall know them .” 
Tnis in­ 
junction of the Lord is, however,not to be 
interpreted in this sense. It is plainly a 
command to abstain from that disposi­ 
tion so frequently shown to attribute 
improper motives to those who do good 
deeds. It is altogether unnecessary to 
assume that hypocrisy is so common. 
Evil words spokeu of our neighbors or 
slurs against them because we cannot 
always understand tbeir actions are 
greatly to be deplored. 
The Gospel of 
Christ teaches above all things -harity to 
those about us. 
We should bear in 
mind our own fuilings before being iu 
haste to condemn others. 
We are too 
ready to see the rnote that is in our 
brother’s eye, and forget the beam iu 
our own eye. A most important ques­ 
tion for m to coudder ¡a how society is 
to blame for the downfall of members of 
our coinmnuity? A trusted county offi­ 
cial robs the people, and we all denounce 
him without considering that possibly be 
has been led on to commit his crime 
by the lax morals of the community io 
which he lives. So long as we carry 
speculat on and business to the very 
verge of dishonesty, and set a low 
standard of moralB, so long we must ex­ 
pect to boar of the downfall of the 
weaker members of society. 
We per­ 
mit dens of vice to remain in our midst 
and trample on our laws, and then won­ 
der because crime is so rampant. 
We 
pay too littlw attention to the characters 
of tbc men we put up for office. Toooften 
we vote for iho party in place of the 
man.The speaker el sed with an earnest 
exhortatiou to iiis hearers to exercise 
that gre ktest of Christian virtues, char­ 
ity, and thus fu!till the law of Christ, as 
set forib iu the text. 


our lives. He presents to us the neces­ 
sity of humility and modesty in oppo 
sitton to vain glory, and says, “ Look 
not every 
man to his own 
but to the things of others. 
The 
mind of Jesus was displayed in 
two ways: first he envied himself 
then he humbled himself. 
He was 
before his coming. In the form of God 
and the equal to God. 
He dwelt in the 
glory of ins father before the world 
was. First, there was a fullness of 
glory, power and dominion. He bad no 
felt want, until suddenly with a strange 
love he looked upon man’s ein an- 
mi ery. Ho then took upon himself tho 
form of a servant. It was not his real 
form, 
but bis outward appearance, 
which he assumed out of love for man. 
He made himself no mau of reputation 
of great earthly power, but appeared to 
the most of tho people as a more man, 
though he never left the bosom of his 
father. Ho humbled himself. He was 
born in poveriy. He lived in obscurity, 
and was despised and scorned; an out­ 
cast; obedient to bis parents, to the 
government, to his father above, even 
un«o death. His death was most pain 
ful, most odious, most dishonorable, but 
he bore it all for the benefit of humanity 
out of his great love for mankind. The 
notion that, as the hymn says, “Jesus 
paid it all,” is only half the truth. H 
did die for all, but not to pay for tbeir 
ins. He died for all, that they who lived 
should not live for themselves, but 
for and iu the footsteps of himself. To 
be oonteut wbile calling ourselves Chris­ 
tian-*, to not caro for the welfare cf 
oihers is to show that our hearts are fai 
from him. 
It is imperative that we 
should uot waste our pity on tho Mas 
ter, but we should weep for bis child 
reu. We should try to get his oharacter 
and to follow (he example he set. The 
miud that is iu Christ Jesus is the one 
thing needed. A failure to copy that 
character m tkes a failure of all else 
whatsoever.

For some time past the people of East 
Los Angeles have Deen clamoring for a 
bridge over the Los Angeles river at 
Kubrts street. Finally the o ty agreed 
to build a bridge at that point and ad- 
ver'ised for bids. A half dozen bridge 
builders put in bids and the San Fran­ 
cisco Company was the lowest, offering 
to build the atracture for some 315,800. 
The Couuoil agreed to pay a certain pro­ 
portion of the cost of building the bridge 
if the people would subscribe the bal­ 
ance, and the Council decided to let the 
contract to the San Francisco Bridge 
Company when the 
amount was 
subscribed 
by 
the citizens. 
This 
amount 
was 
promptly 
subscribed 
aud on last Monday the Bridge com­ 
mittee recommended that the Mayor be 
author zed to sign the contract with the 
San Francisco firm. 
It the meantime 
Mr. Lambie, a prominent member of 
the Bridge committee, resigned and 
Councilman George L. Stearns was ap­ 
pointed on the committee. 
Stearns is n 
dealer iu iumber and iron and a builder 
of bridges himself, and he instituted a 
little investigation of what it would 
cost to erect the bridge in question 
His estimate fell some $2,000 lower 
than the oon'ract price, and con«equcnt- 
ly he refused to sign the report of the 
committee, and at the last meeting of the 
Council gave his reasons for not signing 
it, namely: that the bridge could be 
built for much less than the amount of 
the bid. 
The CounoJ took the ground 
that while not legally it was morally 
bound to the San Fraucisco company. 
The City Attorney was appealed to, and 
aid tbat while the agreement of the 
city possessed all the elements of a con­ 
tract, there was a clause in the charter 
that released the city from all liability. 
This is the clause which says that no 
contract for work amounting to over 
$300 is binding on the city unless it is in 
writing aud s;gued by the Mayor, under 
authori y of the Council. Stearns says 
he is going to save the $2000 tor the 
city because he believes the bridge was 
pooled. Last night the Mayor had not 
signed the contract, and there is liable 
to be a Idg fight in the Council to-day 
over the matter.
